ONE YEAR LATER 

Japan clings to hope on anniversary of 
earthquake, tsunami and nuclear disaster 


CNN 

TOKYO Japan gathered Sunday to mark the 
passing of exactly one year since an earth- 
quake and tsunami killed thousands and 
triggered the world’s worst nuclear crisis in 
25 years. 

Throngs of people across the nation ob- 
served a moment of silence at the exact time 
the quake struck last year. At the main ser- 
vice in Tokyo, hundreds bowed their heads 
in silence. 

‘A lot of lives were lost ... I feel the griev- 
ing families’ pain and I cannot express my 
sorrow enough,” Prime Minister Yoshihiko 
Noda said at the ceremony 

Emperor Akihito, recovering from sur- 
gery also attended, saying: “I’d like to ex- 


press my mourning for the people who 
passed away ayear ago ... almost 20,000 died 
and others remain missing.” 

In tsunami-ravaged towns along the 
northeast, residents solemnly placed 
wreaths where homes once stood. Warning 
sirens wailed in some areas at the precise 
time the quake hit. Wearing black with some 
weeping quietly, residents of the coastal city 
Ofunato paid tribute to hundreds of neigh- 
bors who were killed. 

The quake unleashed a tsunami that 
swept away lives and homes. Millions fled 
for higher ground, and thousands died. For 
those who survived, life is not the same. 

“On the surface, it is business as usual,” 
said Nicky Washida, a British expatriate 


who’s lived in Japan for 10 years. “But run- 
ning underneath the veneer of normality is 
the constant reminder that life has changed.” 

Following the quake, Japan found itself 
dealing with the worst nuclear crisis since 
the 1986 Chernobyl disaster. The Fukushima 
Daiichi nuclear facility was knocked offline, 
resulting in a meltdown of three reactors. 
Radiation leaked into the air and contami- 
nated water spilled into the sea. 

“We will continue to safely work toward 
the mid- to long-term decommissioning of 
the reactors,” said Tokyo Electric Power Co., 
which owns the plant. 

One year later, Japan is far from dug out of 
the destruction, but the prime minister said 
he is committed to rebuilding. For some in 
the nation, hope glimmers. 

‘A lot of Japanese are very optimistic, so 
don’t worry about {us} too much,” Kohei 
Maeda said.

Justin Reynolds recently moved to Andersonville 
with his girlfnendj and they love their new apart- 
ment — except when it comes to the closet. 

Well over half the space in their shared walk- 
in is taken up by his clothes, and he uses an ad- 
ditional stand-alone rack that sits outside it to 
store his more than 40 pairs of jeans. 

“She doesn^t understand why T have so many 
elothes,” said Reynolds^ 23, “but she does defi-

-hoodie kind of guy” 

Years of working in retail have left Reynolds 
with a mountain of clothes, a solid sense of 
style and an irresistible impulse to suggest po- 
tential clothing options to his girlfriend. Amid 
a changing landscape in men's fashion, where 
styles at the last New"Vbrk and London fashion 
weeks appeared to shift away from the more 
casual and toward the more cultivated, industry 
watchers note that more men like Reynolds are 
defying stereotypes of the unkempt dude. 

“ni get ready to go out to like a club or go to 
dinner, and Til put on something, and he'll give 
me this look like, '^uVe going to wear that?' ” 
said 23-year-old Rachel Jerm an n, Reyn olds' girl- 
friend. 

Consider it a sign of the times. Young men 
are not only spending more money on clothing 
than they were a year ago, but they also report 
being more interested in fashion in general, ac- 
cording to market research firm Mintel. The 
company noted a 9 percent increase between 
January 2010 and December 2011 in the num- 
ber of men who said they had purchased suits 
and dress shirts in the past year. The same 


group reported the highest amount of inter- 
est in dressing well among all age cohorts, with 
61 percent of men ages 25-34 who said they were 
interested in fashion. 

Seth Putnam, editor of Chicago-based fash- 
ion blog them ldwestyle.com, attributes the 
trend to a backlash against the perception of 
young men as Judd Apatow-style beta males 
who sit at home on the couch smoking weed 
and playing video games all day 

“A lot of men are seen that way and I think 
that there are some men who are tired of that 
and are trying to respond by picking up the ball 
that was dropped somewhere along the way,” 
Putnam said. 

Image consultant Noah Zagor of Logan 
Square, 32, who says he is more clothes^on- 
scious than his wife, said that the trend toward 
better-dressed men has deep roots. 

The promotion of style-conscious shows 
such as “Boardwalk Empire,” “Mad Men” and 
the short-Hved “Playboy Club” has prompted 
guys to take a few cues from past generations 
that came of age at times when suiting up and 
dressing well was symbol of masculinity, he said. 

Putnam said he has noticed more men wear- 
ing ties, vests and tie clips. Men also arc groom- 
ing themselves better, he said, with more guys 
opting for classic haircuts with lots of pomade, 
and the mustache making a resurgence. Men 
who pride themselves on their appearance sim- 
ply command more respect, Putnam said. 

“By taking a more serious approach to the 
way that you present yourself and the way that 
you dress, your performance in life improves,” 
he said, taylor ervin is a redeye intern.

limothy Kelly was just 7 years old when he 
donned a paper bishop^s hat and a tablecloth 
as a robe to march as St. Patrick in the first 
South Side Irish St. Patrick's Day Parade. 

On Sunday, Kelly now 41 and a Chicago fire- 
fighter and Navy reservist, wore his military 
dress uniform to walk in the procession. 

“It^s a celebration of family and it^s a cel- 
ebration of community,” Kelly said as he 
walked in the parade down Western Avenue.

The goal this year was to bring back the 
family atmosphere that prevailed when the 
parade originated, organizers said.

dition return,” said Joe Connelly, chairman of 
the parade.

About half of those in attendance were 
children, according to organizers. 

Many parade-goers pointed to the lack of 
drunkenness and the abundance of children 
as an indication that organizers had succeed- 
ed in changing the tone of the event. 

“It’s very different. It’s more family-friend- 
ly” said McHenry resident KeH Amato, 35, who 
was watching the parade with a group of family 
members. “They’ve done a really good job of 
cleaning things up. It’s more of a family day”

Soldier accused of massacre 


D KANDAHAR, Afghanistan One or more 
American soldiers shot dead i6 civilians, 
including nine children, according to Afghan 
officials, in Afghanistan’s south Sunday in what 
witnesses described as a deliberate massacre. 

NATO said it had detained one U.S. soldier 
in connection with the killings. 

Neighbors and relatives of the dead said 
they had seen a group of U.S. soldiers arrive at 
their village in Kandahar’s Panjwayi district at 
about 2 a.m., enter homes and open fire. 

A senior U.S. defense official in Washington 
said: 

“Based on the preliminary information we 
have, this account is flatly wrong. We believe 


one U.S. service member acted alone, not a 
group of U.S. soldiers.” 

An Afghan man who said his children were 
killed in the shooting spree accused soldiers of 
later burning the bodies. 

The incident, one of the worst of its kind 
since the U.S.-led invasion of Afghanistan in 
2001, quickly further inflamed the severely 
strained relations between Washington and 
Kabul. 

The U.S. embassy in Kabul said anti-US. 
reprisals were possible following the killings, 
which come weeks after U.S. soldiers burned 
copies of the Quran at a NATO base, trigger- 
ing widespread anti-Western protests in which

at least 30 people died. 

A spokesman for NATO’s International
